1. OXY PERSONNEL OFFICIAL ADVISED EMBASSY THAT MECHANICS 
OF ONE FOR ONE FIELD WORKER ROTATION IS WORKING, AS 

OF OCT 29. 81 EMPLOYEES HAVE RETURNED TO LIBYA SINCE 
PROCEDURE WAS IMPLEMENTED, AND 77 HAVE BEEN ALLOWED TO 
DEPART. COMPANY IS CONFIDENT ADDITIONAL FOUR WILL BE 
ALLOWED TO LEAVE AS SOON AS THEIR WORK AND RESIDENCE PERMITS 
ARE IN ORDER. HOWEVER THEREAFTER DEPARTURES WILL BE HELD 
UP UNTIL FIRST GROUP ROTATED OUT ABOUT OCT 14 START RETURNING. 

2. ACCORDING TO SAME COMPANY OFFICIAL, RESIGNATIONS OF 
BOTH FIELD AND TRIPOLI EMPLOYEES COULD INCREASINGLY BE A 
PROBLEM. (THERE IS QUESTION IN OUR MINDS WHY ANY EMPLOYEE 
WOULD RESIGN AT THIS TIME WHEN THERE IS POSSIBILITY OF ALL 
EMPLOYEES RECEIVING SIX-MONTH SEVERANCE BONUS IF OXY 
WITHDRAWS FROM LIBYA.) NEVERTHELESS, WE WERE TOLD 

FOUR EXPATRIATES WANT TO RESIGN, BUT THERE ARE NOT ENOUGH 
NEWLY HIRED EMPLOYEES TO ALLOW THOSE WISHING TO RESIGN TO 
DEPART ON ONE FOR ONE BASIS WITHOUT HAMPERING FIELD WORKER 
ROTATION SCHEME. 
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
